A Vacation Plan 


Summer Town Meetings 
enthusiasm, 


are never received with 


The turnout is frequently poor because a great many 
Andover residents are affluent enough to spend the hot 
weather weeks away from town. And those who remain are 
seldom in the frame of mind to wrestle with serious deci- 


sions. 


But the volume of municipal business in this community 
has grown to such an extent that it is virtually impossible 
to anticipate every eventuality and time all matters of 
import for consideration in March. 

Consequently, special Town Meetings are becoming an 
annual habit, in spite of their shortcomings. 

We have one facing us now, on August 28. 

Each time voters meet to decide the fate of a school 
construction proposal, the TOWNSMAN warns that the 
impending decision is a vital one. And it always is, be- 
cause the town is never quite abreast of the demand for 


classroom space. 


The vote on the Bancroft School is particularly vital 
because the five elementary schools we have are already 


overflowing, 


spilling their excess into an antiquated 


building that provides few of the physical requisites for 
a modern educational program. Delays only compound the 


problem. 


People with vacations scheduled for the week of Town 
Meeting may not find it easy to answer the Selectmen’s 
call. Some may find it impossible. But every citizen in- 
terested in the educational program of the public schools 
should make it his business to be in Andover on Aug. 28 
if he can possibly do so — even if it is inconvenient. 

It has been suggested already that the date should be 
changed, pushed off until after Labor Day when the vaca- 
tioners return. But time is too valuable for this proposal 
to be taken seriously. Construction projects always take 
longer than estimated so the only thing that makes sense 
is to award the bid and get on with it. The possibility that 
Town Meeting may require some changes in the proposal 
must also be considered. Obviously the only change in the 
date for Town Meeting that should be contemplated is one 


that would set it forward. 


Meanwhile vacationers should keep abreast of develop- 
ments and arrange to adjust whatever plans they can. 

After all, there is nothing in the Constitution which 
guarantees a democracy that will function to the benefit 
of the majority without ever inconveniencing its citizens.

Because the town is regularly 
buying school buildings, itis timely 
to remind the office of selectmen 
that the contract should go to the 
lowest responsible bidder; that

It is hoped that at the next town 
meeting the selectman shall have 
on hand concerning the proposed 
Bancroft School, 1) Cost per cubic 
foot, 2) Cost per square foot, 3) 
Cost per pupil and 4) the proportion 
of enclosed cubic space within 
9* of flooring and used to the total 
space which must be heated, cooled 
and otherwise serviced, and main= 
tained, 

The figures for the selectman’s 
proposed school should be com= 
pared to those of such successful 
school designers and builders as 
Butler Mfg. Co, of Kansas City, 
Missouri and the U, S, Steel Corp, 
of Pittsburgh, Penn, 

The latter has ‘‘Corten Steel’’, 


It never needs painting, That is 
an advantage over wood plank, 
brick or concrete, 

The selectmen need only to send 
a copy of the school dept’s speciti- 
cations to the president of either 
concern to receive a prompt re= 
sponse, 

Architect Warner’s Bancroft 
Creation (June 15 Townsman) tho 
referred to as contemporary, is 
mostly a rehash of Tudor appur= 
tenances, it appears too expensive 
for Andover’s pocket book and 
needs, 

Moreover it is elementary that 
means be not so different that they 
distract from the work they are 
supposed to facilitate, 

Incidentally, no provision ap-=

Sleep Researched 


Do Newborn Infants Drean? 


If a dog dreams he is likely 
seeing a juicy bone, a cat might 
dream of a mouse, but about what 
could a newborn human infant be 
dreaming? 


These are just some of the pro= 
vocative questions raised by re- 
search now underway on sleep and 
dreaming, Man has almost always 
been mystified and frightened by 
sleep and dreaming, Scientists 
have been trying to replace folk- 
lore with facts for years, but only 
with the development of the elec- 
troencephalograph (EEG) which 
permits the study of brain waves 
have these studies become pro= 
ductive, 


The EEG and other new instrue 
ments made many observations 
possible, but scientists didn’t know 
how to interpret what they were 
finding in human volunteers, Using 
the same techniques with such 
animals as monkeys and cats, they 
were able both to extend their work 
into areas impossible with human 
volunteers and to interpret their 
findings in humans, 


According tothe National Society 
for Medical Research, such studies 
in animals and humans are 
shedding light not only on sleep 
itself, but on such areas of mental 
health as personality, behavior and 
the effects of certain drugs, 


There are several different 
stages in the course of a night’s 
sleep, The EEG shows that most 
of these stages, with slow brain 
wave activity, can be classified 
as quiet, There is one stage, how= 
ever, in which the brain wave ac» 
tivity is so strong that from the 
EEG alone it is hard to tell this 
stage from the waking state, Be= 
cause this stage is marked by rapid 


eye movements, it is called REM 
sleep, 

By waking volunteers it was 
found that dreaming always took 
place in REM sleep, Some dreams 
may occur in other stages of sleep, 
but the most vivid dreams occur 
during REM sleep, and this stage 
is always accompanied by dreams, 

If volunteers = or animals « were 
prevented from dreaming for one 
or two nights, they made up for it 
hy spending much more time in 
REM sleep when they were not 
awakened, When humans were 
awakened each time they showed 
signs of going into REM Sleep, 
they became irritable and showed 
signs of personality changes, 

Aside from the danger of pro= 
ducing irreversible changes, hue 
mans are not really very good 
subjects in this kind of experi- 
ment, because they are sug- 
gestible: they might react dif- 
ferently simply because they are 
being watched, Cats, which don’t 
care who watches them sleep, have 
helped establish much of what is 
known in this field, 

The French scientist, Michel 
Jouvet, as well as workers in this 
country, deprived cats of REM 
sleep for long periods of time, 
Even though the animals made up 
the REM sleep afterwards, thede= 
prived cats could be picked 
out from normal animals later: 
they were ‘‘old, tired cats,” 
Animals who were deprived of 
REM sleep for long periods of 
time acted as if their basic drives 
were intensified; they ate abnor= 
mally large amounts, were rest- 
less, and were indiscriminately 
hyper=sexual, If a man acted the 
way these cats did, he would have 
to be placed in a mental institu- 
tion,

River Pollution Ended 
The Famed Salmon Runs 


The Fourth of Tuly period re- 
calls the days when salmon and 
peas were traditional, 

The salmon and pea combina= 
tion became universal because it 
was a poor man’s fare that all 
could afford, It compares to the 
Scotsman’s inedible haggis choked 
down on St, Andrew’s Day, although 
it is decidedly more savory, 

So, despite the price one must 
pay for Atlantic salmon in the 
market today, salmon and peas 
were the poverty foods of colonial 
New England, The Atlantic salmon 
ran up every coastal river in New 
England, from the Housatonic in 
Connecticut northward along the 
coast to Labrador, 

The fish furnished such cheap 
and readily-available protein that 
colonial employers tried to feed 
their hired help no other meat, 
Salmon became such an abuse of 
the appetite that bond servants 
began specifying in their con= 
tracts that they did not have to 
eat salmon more often than twice 
a week, 

Commercial fishing for Atlantic 
salmon is forbidden today in all 
United States rivers, The legal 
restriction largely is theoretical 
for there are no Atlantic salmon 
in any New England streams, ex= 
cept for a few small runs in 
Maine, The last great river sup= 
porting sport fishing for Salmon 
was the Penobscot, famed for its 
Bangor pool, But, shortly before 
world War IT pollution had ended 
Penobscot salmon fishing in all 
but theory, 

Maine had the last state-wide 
sport salmon fishery, until shortly 
after the Civil War, Today itis the 
only American state within the 


salmon’s natural range that is 


doing anything to restore this once 
great resource, 

The most recent and promising 
development in Maineis the agree 
ment made in April between the 
11,S, Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife and the State of Maine to 
construct improved fishways over 
six Penobscot River dams and to 
clean pollution from the river, 
Restoration of a salmon run is 
scheduled to begin in 1970, 

A recent pious denunciation of 
commercial salmon fishing in the 
sea off Iceland - where both North 
America and European Atlantic 
salmon feed - had some validity 
but overlooked the fact that the 
reason salmon cannot witlstand 
commercial fishing lies in the 
pollution of our streams which 
have denied them access t0 
traditional spawning beds, 

Salmon require water of almost 
drinkable purity, They are agile 
fish and can leap waterfalls or 
dams 10 feet high - but dams 
without fishways have been built 
higher than that along salmon 
streams, The reason Atlantic 
salmon run up streams 1s 
cause they lay eggs only in fresh 

ater, 

g Before dams and pollution 
blocked salmon migrations, the 
Connecticut River was the most 
famous salmon stream 1 North 
America, It gave salmon acces 
to smaller tributaries as farm 
as Colebrook, N.H, The Merrimacs 
River also was famous, It pm 
mitted salmon to migrate into te 
White Mountains and becomecot! 
mon fish in the Pemigewasseh 
Baker’s and Contoocook pe

Concord River in Massachiusetts 
had their salmon runs,
